Report  of  0roceedind$, 

County  Orange  Hall,  Toronto,  May  28th,  1906. 
The  Thirty-Second  annual  session  of  the  M.  W.  Grand 
Black  Chapter  of  British  America  convened  in  the  above  hall 
at  7.30  p.m. 

The  Grand  Officers  were  received  in  ample  form  by  the 
County  Master  and  members  of  the  County  Chapter  of  York. 

The  Grand  Officers  assumed  their  respective  positions,  M. 
VV.  Sir  Wm.  Chenery  in  the  chair,  Sir  J.  F.  Harper,  Deputy 
Grand  Master  in  the  Deputy  chair,  Sir  Thos.  Gilday,  Associ- 
ate Deputy  Grand  Master. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  appointed  Sir  Wm.  Saunderson, 
as  Grand  Pursuivant,  and  Sir  H.  Burnie  as  Outside  Tyler. 

Sir  E.  Miller  and  Sir  G.  D.  Gilmore  tested  the  Sir  Knights 
in  the  Order  of  Red  Cross,  and  Sir  J.  F.  Harper,  Deputy 
Grand  Master,  reported  all  present  qualified  to  sit  and  vote 
In  the  Grand  Chapter,  and  the  Grand  Master  opened  the 
Grand  Chapter  in  ancient  form. 

Rev.  Sir  William  Walsh,  Grand  Chaplain,  conducted  the 
devotional  services,  and  read  a  portion  of  scripture.  Rev. 
xix  and  xx. 

The  Grand  Master  appointed  the  following  as  the  Credent- 
ial Committee:  Sir  Knights  Wm.  Lee,  William  Cox,  W.  M. 
Clarke,  Ed.  Edworthy,  John  Badcock. 

The  Lecture  in  the  Order  of  Red  Cross  was  repeated  by 
Sir  Jas.  Fulton,  Grand  Lecturer,  and  Sir  Thos.  Haw. 

The  Grand  Master  declared  a  .  short  recess  to  allow  the 
Committee  on  Credentials  to  prepare  their  report. 
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The  Grand  Chapter  having-  resumed  business. 

Sir  Wm.  Lee  presented  the  first  report  of  the  Credential 
Committee  as  follows:    [see  pages  3,  4  and  5.] 

Moved  by  Sir ^  m.  Lee,  seconded  by  Sir  Ed.  Edworthy,  and 

Resolved, — That  the  report  of  the  Committee  be  received 
and  adopted. 

The  Grand  Registrar  presented  a  copy  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  last  Grand  Chapter  meeting-  held  at  Owen  Sound  on 
the  29th,  30th  and  31st  of  May,  1905,  which  on  motion  was 
received  and  adopted,  the  same  having  been  printed  and  dis- 
tributed. 

The  Grand  Master  appointed  the  following-  as  a  Committee 
to  draft  the  Standing  Committees  : — Sir  Knights  J.  H.  Scott, 
John  Scarlett,  Wm.  McCausland,  Jos.  McClelland,  Marshall 
Thompson. 

Moved  by  Sir  W.  B.  Srigley,  seconded  by  Sir  Hugh 
Hamilton,  and 

Resolved, — That  the  Grand  Chapter  be  reduced  to  the 
Royal  Black  Degree. 

The  Grand  Master  accordingly  reduced  the  Grand  Chapter 
in  due  form. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  delivered  his  annual  address  as 
follows  : 

GRAND  MASTER'S  ADDRESS. 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Black  Chapter  of  British  America. 

Sir  Knights,  —  Under  the  directing-  hand  of  an  All  Wise  Providence 
we  are  permitted  once  again  the  pleasure  of  meeting  in  this  beautiful 
City  of  Toronto,  the  Queen  City  of  the  West.  It  is  with  great  pleasure 
I  greet  you  on  this  the  Thirty  .Second  Annual  convocation  of  the  Grand 
Black  Chapter.  We  are  once  more  permitted  to  assemble  in  Grand 
Chapter  to  review  the  work  of  the  past  year,  and  take  such  counsel 
together  as  will  tend  to  advance  the  best  interests  of  our  Order,  pro- 
mote its  welfare,  and  lay  a  sure  foundation  for  iis  further  extension.  I 
am  glad  indeed,  to  greet  the  members,  some  of  whom  have  been 
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!  attending  for  many  years,  and  others  who  are  here  for  the  first  time. 
I  To  them  I  extend  a  cordial  welcome  to  this  meeting-.  I  trust  that  our 
deliberations  may  be  of  such  a  character  as  to  strengthen  their  love  for 
j  our  Order;  so  that  when  the  Sir  Knig-hts  return  to  their  homes  it  will  be 
I  with  the  determination  to  do  more  than  ever  to  advance  our  noble  Insti- 
j  tution. 

A  year  ago,  this  Grand  Chapter  when  assembled  in  the  town  of  j 
Owen  Sound,   conferred  upon  me  the  great  honor  of  electing  me  to  the 
;      position  of  Grand  Master,  an  honor  which  I  highly  appreciate,  follow- 
|      ing  a  long  line  of  predecessors  in  the  position,   who  were  eminent  in 
I      various  walks  of  life.    It  was  therefore  with  some  reasonable  doubt,  that 
I,  without  much  worldly  possessions,  and  little  ability,  other  than  a  de- 
;      sire  to  serve  the  Black  Institution,  attempted  to  follow  the  footsteps  of 
j      Sir  Knights  so  much  better  gifted.    I  have,  however,  endeavored  to  do 
my  duty  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  and  trust  it  will  meet  with  the 
approval  of  the  Sir  Knights.    I  have  been  highly  pleased  with  the  work 
;      of  my  office  during- the  past  year,  my  relationship  with  the  different 
I      Grand  Chapter  officers  and  the  Sir  Knights  in  general  have  been  most 
I     cordial,  and  I  have  with  great  pleasure  marked  the  steady  progress  our 
Order  is  making.    Year  by  year  the  enthusiasm  seems  to  be  growing 
not  oniy  with  the  Sir  Knights,   but  with  the  best  people  of  this  land, 
which  is  a  clear  proof   to  me  that  as  our  aims  and  objects  are  more 
clearly  understood,  the  more  widely  will  our  influence  extend. 

I  desire  to  draw  the  attention  of  this  Grand  Chapter  to  some  matters 
j  concerning  the  internal  workings  of  the  Order.  It  has  been  urged 
j  upon  this  Grand  Chapter  the  necessitv  of  providing  suitable  forms  for 
j  the  opening-  and  closing,  also  for  the  Installation  Ceremonies  in  connec- 
i  with  the  higher  Chapters  I  trust  something  definite  may  be  done  at 
j     this  meeting  towards  an  early  completion  of  this  work. 

Another  very  important  matter  that  respecting-  Life  Membership — 
I      will  come  before  this  Grand  Chapter,  which  in  my  opinion  is  worthy  of 

the  best  consideration  of  the  Sir  Knights  at  this  meeting.  I  feel 
j      satisfied  that  if  a  satisfactory  system  of  Life  Membership  is  adopted, 

good  results  will  follow. 

Another  matter  which  will  be  respectfully  laid  before  this  Grand 
Chapter,  is  the  advisability  of  adopting  some  form  of  a  Certificate  of 
Membership,  to  be  issued  to  Sir  Knights  when  travelling.  I  trust  this 
matter  will  receive  the  encouragement  it  so  well  deserves. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  correspondence  of  the  year  has  been  of  a  pleasant  character, 
which  consisted  largely  of  requests  for  dispensations  for  conferring 
j      degrees.    While  endeavoring  to  enable  Preceptories  to  work  effectively, 
i      I  have  sought  to  keep  those  privileges  within  the  rules  as  closely  as 
|      possible.    I  may  say,  that  nothing  has  come  under  my  notice  during 
the  year  that  would  lead  me  to  believe  that  anything  but  harmony  and 
good  feeling  exists  which  is  characteristic  of  members  of  the  Black 
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Order.  Copies  of  By-Laws  have  been  submitted  from  Preceptories 
located  at  Sault  Ste  Marie,  Out.,  Dauphin,  Man.,  and  Medicine  Hat, 
Assa.,  which  received  my  sanction.  The  letters  which  I  have  received, 
and  replies,  as  per  letter  book,  are  submittted  for  your  approval. 

AUTONOMY  BILL. 

The  adoption  of  the  Autonomy  Bill  by  the  Dominion  Government,  t 
regret  to  say,  has  been  the  means  of  forcing-  the  system  of  Separate 
Schools  upon  the  two  new  Provinces  of  Alberta  and  Saskatchewan. 
As  Sir  Knights,  we  strongly  object  to  any  Government  granting  special 
privileges  to  any  creed  or  class,  and  we  should  pledge  our  support  only 
to  those  who  will  adopt  our  principles  most  fully.  I  would  impress 
upon  Sir  Knights  to  be  ever  watchful,  as  it  is  known  to  you  al!  how  much 
the  question  requires  our  attention  in  this  Province  of  Ontario,  believe- 
ing,  as  I  do,  that  one  mitional  system  of  education  is  the  truest  method 
by  which  the  children  of  this  Country  can  be  trained  to  grow  up  in, 
harmony,  respecting  each  other  and  recognizing  each  other's  rights. 

THE  SENTINEL. 

I  would  be  lacking  in  my  duty  did  I  not  refer  to  the  Sentinel,  the 
organ  of  the  Orange  Order,  published  under  the  able  management  of 
our  esteemed  Sir  Knight  H.  C.  Hocken.  In  it  we  have  a  faithful 
defender  of  our  rights  and  liberties.  Its  fearless  criticism  of  the  errors  of 
Rome,  its  strong  support  of  our  principles  and  the  cause  of  Protestant- 
ism, should  commend  it  to  every  Protestant.  I  trust  the  Sir  Knights 
will  advocate  its  claims,  and  increase  their  support,  which  it  so  justly 
merits. 

PROGRESS  OF  THE  ORDER. 

The  progress  of  the  Order  I  will  leave  with  M.  W.  Sir  J.  S.  Williams, 
Grand  Registrar,  whom  I  have  reason  to  know  is  a  careful  and  pains- 
taking officer,  always  alert  to  extend  and  promote  the  interest  of  the 
Black  Institution.  From  what  I  can  learn,  progress  has  mark  ed  or 
history  during  the  past  year,  and  that  a  substantial  addition  has  beeu 
made  to  our  membership.  New  Preceptories  have  been  instituted  in 
several  parts  of  the  Provinces.  I  had  the  pleasure  of  being  present  at 
the  opening  of  two  new  Preceptories,  one  in  West  Toronto  Junction, 
and  the  other  in  East  Toronto.  Sir  Knights  Saunderson  and  R. 
McLean,  Instituting  officers,  were  ably  assisted  by  Sir  Knight  Fulton, 
Grand  Lecturer,  and  the  County  Officers,  also  a  larg^numbet  of  visiting 
Sir  Knights  and  t-i rand  Chapter  officers  I  anticipate  that  these  new 
additions  will  speedily  become  two  of  the  leading  Preceptories  in  Ontario. 

OUR   FRATERNAL  DEAD. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  been  called  upon  to  chronicle  the  death 
of  a  number  of  worthy  Sir  Knigh  s  who  have  been  called  to  their  final 
reward.  Notable  among  these  is  Sir  Robt.  Weir,  Most  Wor.  P.  G  M. 
B.A.,  and  Sir  Henry  Burnett,  R.  W.  P  G.M.  of  O  W.     I  regret  circum- 
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stances  prevented  my  being'  able  to  attend  the  funeral  of  M.  Wor.  Sir 
Knight  Weir  On  receiving-  a  report  ot  his  death,  I  called  upon  Sir  J.  S. 
Williams,  Grand  Registrar,  authorizing-  him  on  behalf  of  this  M.  W. 
Grand  Chapter  to  wire  a  message  of  sympathy  to  Mrs.  Weir  and  to 
forward  a  suitable  floral  offering,  also  to  send  a  letter  of  condolence  to 
the  widow  and  family.  ;  y  the  death  of  M.  W.  Sir  Knight  Weir,  and 
R.  W.  Sir  Knight  Burnett,  many  Sir  Knights  here  to-day,  can  say  as  I 
do,  we  have  lost  two  warm  and  personal  friends,  who  were  both  kind 
and  courteous,  never  weary  in  well  doing  to  further  and  promote  the 
interests  of  our  Institution.  Our  deepest  and  most  tender  sympathies 
are  extended  to  the  sorrowing  relatives  and  friends  of  the  Sir  Knights 
who  have  been  called  from  our  Preceptories. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  conclusion,  Sir  Knights,  I  desire  once  more  to  heartily  thank  the 
officers  and  members  of  this  Grand  Chapter  for  the  very  high  honor 
they  conferred  upon  me  a  year  ago.  I  have  endeavored  to  perform  the 
duties  pertaining  to  the  office  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  and*to  the  best 
interests  of  the  Black  Institution.  I  also  return  my  best  thanks  to  the 
members  individually  for  their  courtesy  and  kindness  in  many  ways.  To 
M.W.  Sir  Wm.  Lee  I  express  my  thanks  for  the  valuable  assistance  and 
information  he  has  given  me  during  the  year.  I  desire  especially  to 
thank  M.  VV.  Sir  J  S.  Williams,  our  very  efficient  Grand  Registrar,  for 
the  kindness  and  assistance  he  has  at  all  times  extended  to  me.  His 
aim  has  been  to  make  my  work  as  pleasant  as  possible.  I  also  wish  to 
draw  the  attention  of  this  Grand  Chapter  to  the  large  increase  of  work 
in  connection  with  his  office,  and  to  the  faithful  and  efficient  manner  in 
which  it  has  been  attended  to  His  efforts  and  careful  consideration  of 
all  matters  in  connection  with  the  Black  Order  will  prove  to  the  mem- 
bers of  Grand  Chapter  that  he  thoroughly  appreciates  the  honor  they 
have  conferred  upon  him  for  the  past  twenty-three  years  by  electing- 
him  as  their  Grand  Registrar. 

And  now,  Sir  Knights,  let  me  again  wish  for  a  pleasant  and  harmoni- 
ous meeting,  such  as  will  reflect  credit  upon  us  as  a  deliberative  hody, 
and  result  in  the  welfare  and  advancement  of  our  noble  Institution.

Respected  Sir  Knights  ' 

Through  the  merciful  providences  of  the  Eternal  Three-in- 
One,  I  am  again  permitted  the  privilege  and  pleasure  of 
greeting  the  Sir  Knights  in  Grand  Chapter  assembled,  and 
presenting  for  your  consideration  my  annual  report  as  your 
Grand  Registrar. 

EXTENSION  OF  OUR  ORDER. 

It  will  be  with  pleasure  that  you  will  learn,  Sir  Knights, 
that  the  prosperity  that  has  marked  the  operations  of  the 
Black  Institution  during  the  past  vears  has  in  no  way  dimin- 
ished through  the  year  that  has  just  passed,  and  I  make 
brief  reference  to  the  new  Preceptories  that  have  been  insti- 
tuted since  our  last  Grand  Chapter  meeting. 

On  the1  7th  of  June,  1905,  Sir  D.  G.  Ouinn,  assisted  by  Sir 
Knights  McMann  and  Smyth  of  Moosejaw  Preceptory,  and 
visiting  Sir  Knights  instituted  a  Preceptory  at  Medicine  Hat, 
N.W.T.  vSir  Knight ,  Ouinn  writes  :  "We  had  a  splendid  meet- 
ing, and  the  members  are  taking  a  vigorous  hold  of  the  work 
and  are  more  than  pleased  with  the  order  and  its  impressive 
ceremonies . 

On  the  3rd  of  October,  1905,  Sir  J.  C.  Gass,  Past  Grand 
Master,  assisted  by  a  number  of  Sir  Knights  of  R.  B.  P.  117, 
Shubeiiaeadie,  instituted  a  Preceptory  at  Truro,  N.  S.,  with 
Sir  H.  C.  Gass  (brother  of  the  Instituting  officer)  as  W.  P. 
The  Preceptory  started  under  most  favorable  conditions  with 
some  sixteen  members.  Past  Grand  Master  Gass  writes  re- 
specting them  "they  have  excellent  material  for  a  splendid 
Preceptorv,  and  with  the  same  earnestness  which  character- 
izes their  work  in  the  Orange  Order.  I  look  for  a  bright  and 
useful  future." 

On  Monday,  November  20th,  Sir  D.  Simpson  of  Rising  Sun 
Preceptory  519,  Trenton,  instituted  a  Preceptory  at  New 
Glasgow,  N.  S.,  with  Sir  W.  C.  McKenzie  as  W.  P.  A  num- 
ber of  the  Sir  Knights,  of  519  evinced  their  interest  in  the 
extension  of  the  Black  Institution  by  attending  at  the  in- 
augural meeting,  and  assisting  the  instituting  officer,  and  it 
is  anticipated  the  Preceptory  will  enjoy  a  prosperous  and 
useful  career. 

On  the  9th  of  November  a  Preceptory  was  organized  at 
Inverness,  N.  S.,  by  Sir  Dan  McDougall,  who  was  accom- 
panied by  some  dozen  of  the  Sir  Knights  of  Golden  Star  R. 
B.  P.  358,  Glace  Bay.  Some  slight  idea  of  the  enthusiasm 
of  the  Sir  Knights  of  Go  Hen  Star  may  be  gathered  from 
the  fact  that  the  Instituting  Officer  and  accompanying  Sir 
Knights  travelled  over  200  miles  for  the  purpose  of  extending 
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the  Black  Order,  and  starting  the  new  Preceptory  off  in  good 
style  and  on  right  lines.  The  W.  P.,  Sir  J.  J.  McDonald 
writes  very  hopefully  of  its  bright  prospects. 

On  the  30th  November,  Sir  Dan  McDougall,  assisted  by  a 
number  of  visiting  Sir  Knights,  instituted  a  Preceptory  at 
Whitney  Pier,  N.  S.,  with  some  twenty  members  at  the 
start.  The  Instituting  Officer  speaks  very  highly  of  the  Sir 
Knights  constituting  the  new  Preceptory,  and  under  the 
guidance  of  Sir  Murdock  McAskill,  the  W.  P.  and  his  efficient 
officers  anticipates  a  flourishing  Preceptory. 

The  new  year  opened  most  auspiciously  for  the  Black  In- 
stitution in  the  Province  of  New  Brunswick,  for  on  the  2nd 
January  Sir  John  W.  Curry,  Deputy  Grand  Lecturer  for  that 
Province,  assisted  by  a  number  of  visiting  Sir  Knights,  in- 
stituted a  Preceptory  at  St.  Stephen,  with  Sir  M.  Mac- 
Monagle  as  W.  P.  The  preceptory  was  formed  with  some 
sixteen  members,  but  I  understand  the  membership  has  al- 
ready reached  the  half  century  mark. 

On  the  6th  of  February,  1906,  Sir  Wm.  Saunderson,  V.  W., 
County  Master  of  York  and  his  officers,  assisted  by  the  M. 
W.  the  Grand  Master  and  a  number  of  Grand  Chapter  offi- 
cers, instituted  a  vigorous  preceptory  at  Toronto  Junction, 
with  Sir  Andrew  Irving  as  W.  P.  It  is  thoroughly  equipping 
itself  as  an  up-to-date  Preceptory,  and  it  is  safe  to  say 
that  Wallace  5..  B.  P.  will  be  a  powerful  factor  in  disseminat- 
ing the  distinctive  principles  of  the  Black  Institution. 

On  the  24th  of  February,  1906,  Sir  William  Galbraith,  of 
R.  B.  P.  155,  Montreal,  assisted  by  a  number  of  visiting  Sir 
Knights  instituted  under  favorable  conditions  Glengarry  Pre- 
ceptory at  Maxville,  Ont.,  with  some  ten  candidates,  and  Sir 
D.  D.  MacGregor  as  W.  P. 

On  the  9th  of  April,  1906,  Sir  James  Fulton,  Grand  Lec- 
turer, assisted  by  a  number  of  Sir  Knights  from  Mono  Mills, 
instituted  a  flourishing  Preceptory  at  Orangeville,  with  Sir 
A.  J.  Hunter  as  W.  P.,  and  a  membership  of  nineteen  to 
start  with. 

On  the  14th  of  April,  Sir  R.  B.  Hepp,  R.  W.  Grand  Master 
Manitoba,  instituted  a  preceptory  at  Deloraine  being  assisted 
by  Sir  John  Hannah,  W.  P.  of  396  Killarney,  and  Sir  E.  D. 
Allan,  W.  P.,  and  some  ten  other  visiting  Sir  Knights  of 
580  Bossevain.  The  registrar  Sir  J.  C.  Reid,  writing  says  : 
"With  this  bunch  of ,  Irishmen  you  may  easily  imagine  we  had 
a  great  time.  The  preceptory  started  with  a  membership  of 
13,  and  six  more  were  added  at  our  next  meeting." 

On  the  16th  of  April,  Sir  R.  B.  Hepp,  R.  W.  GrandfMaster 
of  Manitaba,  instituted  a  Preceptory  at  Winnipeg,  with  some 
twenty-two  members,  Sir  W.  J.  Stewart,  W.  P.  The  Insti- 
tuting Officer  anticipates  that  a  great  impetus  will  be  given 
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to  the  Royal  Black  Institution  that  will  be  felt  not  alone 

in  the  great  Orange  centre  of  Winnipeg,  but  throughout    the  j 

entire  jurisdiction  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Chapter  of  Manitoba. 

On  the  27th  of  April,   1906,   Sir  Robt.  McLean,   V.    Wor.  I 
County  Master,  of  York,  assisted  by  the  County  Officers,  and 
the  M.  W.  the  Grand  Master  and  &  number  of  Grand  Chapter 
officers,  instituted  a  Preceptory  at  East  Toronto,  with  some 
twelve  members,  Sir  Athur  Laxton  as  W.  P. 

PROVINCIAL  CHAPTER  OF  NOVA  SCOTIA. 

I  have  pleasure  in  stating  that  the  seven  Preceptories  j 
in  Nova  Scotia  having  applied  for  a  Dispensation  to  form  a 
Provincial  Grand  Chapter,  the  same  was  granted,  and  the 
Chapter  duly  instituted  by  Past  Grand  Master  Sir  J.  C.  Gass, 
on  the  20th  of  March,  1906,  with  Sir  Dan  McDougall  as  R. 
W.  Grand  Master,  and  there  can  be  no  question  but  that  it 
wil,  become  a  powerful  factor  in  still  further  advancing  the 
interests  of  the  Black  Institution  in  that  Province, — four  new 
preceptories  having, been  instituted  during  the  past  year. 

RETURNS. 

The  returns  from  Provincial  Grand  Chapters  are  very  en-  j 
couraging,  and  in  every  case  increases  are  reported. 

The  Grand  Registrar  of  Ontario  West  in  his  report  writes  : 
— The  reports  received  show  a  gain  of  14  by  reinstatements, 
34  by  certificate,  and  173  by  initiation.  Decreases  as  fol- 
lows :  Certificates  granted,  24  ;  died,  15  ;  expelled,  i,  and 
suspended,  46,  which  leaves  a  net  gain  of  141  Sir  Knights  to 
this  Provincial  Grand  Black  Chapter.  The  returns  give  56 
preceptories,  with  an  approximate  membership  of  1,715. 

The  Grand  Registrar  of  Ontario  East  reports  as  follows  : — 
The  returns  give  31  preceptories  under  its  jurisdiction,  and  a 
membership  of  791. 

The  Grand  Registrar  of  Manitoba  reports  eleven  preceptor- 
ies, with  returns  from  all  with  the  exception  of  Lily  Lake  ; 
542.  The  membership  reported  is  362, — a  gain  of  40.  Since 
the  meeting  of  the  Provincial  Chapter  two  new  preceptories 
have  been  instituted  which  will  increase  their  membership  by 
some  40  more. 

The  reports  from  private  preceptories  are  very  encouraging 
but  it  is  a  matter  for  regret  that  seven  preceptories  have 
failed  to  make  any  report.  The  returns  so  far  received  are

216  St.  Johns,  Nfld,  and  546,  Heart's  Content,  Nfld.,  both

From  R.  B.  P.,  438,  Christ-church,  New  Ztealand,  and  the  re- 
cently formed  Provincial  chapter  of  New  South  Wales  com- 
munications have  been  received  requesting  that  they  be  per- 
mitted to  receive  copies  of  our  Rituals,  etc.,  which  request 
was  acceded  to  by  the  M.  W.  the  Grand  Master,  and  the 
Preceptories  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  latter  Grand  body 
will  be  furnished  with  them;  and  so  this  M.  W.  Grand 
Chapter  is  doing  not  a  little  towards  drawing  together  in 
closer  bonds  of  knighthood  and  fraternity  the  various  juris- 
dictions, and  unifying  the  work  of  the  Royal  Black  Institu- 
tion.

Sir  Wm.  Lee  presented  the  report  of  the  Auditors  as 
follows  : 

To  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  and  members  of  the  Grand    lack  Chapter 
of  British  America. 

M.  VV.  Sir  and  Sir  Knights  :  Your  auditors,  after  care- 
fully examining  the  books,  vouchers,  etc.,  of  the  Grand  Reg- 
istrar and  Grand  Treasurer,  respectfully  submit  the  following 
report  ; 

The  amount  received  as  dues  from  private  preceptories  up 
to  the  closing  of  the  books  was  $453.90;  from  the  sale  of  sup- 
plies $284  80;  from  the  issue  of  new  warrants  $142.00;  which 
with  the  balance  from  last  audit  of  $1157  69,  and  bank  inte- 
rest accrued  during  the  year  $24. 15,  makes  a  total  of  $2062.54. 

The  expenditure  has  been  $650.90, — leaving  a  balance  to 
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the  credit  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  $1411.64.  Of  this  amount 
$I347-I9  is  deposited  in  the  Bank  of  Toronto,  and  $64.45  is 
in  the  hands  of  your  Grand  Treasurer. 

The  income  has  exceeded  the  expenditure  by  $253,95. 

The  outstanding- arrears  for  dues  shows  a  decrease  of  $59. 
30,  being- $102  70  against  $162  00  a  year  ago;  and  we  find 
the  sum  of  $20. 10  owing  from  the  sale  of  supplies,  nearly  all 
of  last  year's  indebtedness  having  been  paid. 

Your  auditors  have  carefully  examined  the  stock  in  posses- 
sion of  the  Grand  Registrar,  and  report  as  follows:

Of  the  bound  copies  22  were  issued  to  new  preceptories, 
30  were  sold,  4  of  which  are  unpaid,  leaving  in  stock  52  bound,  and  154 
unbound  copies. 

Second  to  Fourth  Degree.  On  hand  last  report  24  bound  and 
380  unbound  copies,  50  of  these  were  bound  and  40  copies  used  to  make 
full  leather  sets.  Of  the  bound  copies  22  were  issued  to  new  Precep- 
tories and  25  were  sold,  4  of  which  are  unpaid, leaving  in  stock  27  bound 
and  290  unbound  copies. 

Fifth  to  Eleventh  Degree.  On  hand  last  report  10  bound  and 
380  unbound  copies.  60  of  these  were  bound  and  40  copies  used  to  make 
full  leather  sets.  Of  the  bound  copies  ?2  were  issued  to  new  Precep- 
tories and  24  were  sold, 4  of  which  are  unpaid, leaving  in  stock  24  bound 
and  280  unbound  copies. 

Full  Leather  Sets.  40  copies  were  bound,  34  of  which  have  been 
sold  leaving  6  copies  on  hand 

Cyphers.  On  hand  last  report  33  bound  copies,  the  Registrar  was 
obliged  to  borrow  2  copies  making  35.  Of  these  11  were  issued  to  new 
Preceptories^  1  to  the  Provincial  Grand  Chapter  of  Ontario  East,  1  to 
the  Deputy  Grand  Lecturer  Nova  Scotia,  and  22  were  sold,  leaving  the 
two  copies  to  be  returned.  We  understaud  a  new  issue  of  Cyphers 
is  being  printed,  and  will  be  ready  in  a  short  time. 

Roll  Books.  In  stock  last  report  19,  13  were  sold,  I  of  which  is 
unpaid,  leaving  on  hand  6. 

In  stock  last  report  320,  150  were  sold,  21  of  which 
are  unpaid  for,  12  were  sent  to  Kemptville  Preceptory  by  mail  which 
they  claim  were  not  received  and  had  to  be  duplicated,  leaving  158  in 
stock. 

Rules  and  Regulations.  On  hand  last  report  218,  a  new  addition 
of  2000  copies  was  printed, 22  were  issued  to  new  Preceptories,849  were 
sold  of  which  39  are  unpaid,  12  were  sent  to  Kemptville  Preceptory  by 
mail  which  they  claim  were  not  received  and  had  to  be  duplicated 
leaving  1335  in  the  hands  of  your  Grand  Registrar. 
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The  total  amount  received  from  sale  of  supplies,  including 
arrears  for  supplies  issued  iast  year,  was  $284.80,  an  increase 
of  $94.

"  internal  workings  of  the  Order,"  such  as  forms  for  opening  and  closing,  and 
installation  ceremonies  for  ihe  higher  Chapters,  which  have  been  spoken  of 
for  many  years,  should  receive  prompt  consideration  and  definite  decision 
this  session.  In  view  of  the  frequency  with  which  the  question  of  Life  Mem- 
be  rsh  p  has  been  spoken  of  in  the  Preceptories,  it  devolves  upon  this  Grand 
Chapter  to  consider  the  mat'er,  and,  if  approved,  to  devise  such  a  system  as 
will  eventuate  in  evident  good  of  the  Order. 

Sir  Knights  who  have  had  occasion  to  travel  to  a  considerable  extent  are 
amongst  the  strongest  advocates  of  the  preparation  by  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
some  form  of  Certificate  of  Membership  for  travelling  purposes,  and  therefore 
would  recommend  the  immediate  consideration  of  the  same. 

We  are  pleased  to  note  the  go' den  pliability  in  the  exercise  of  discretion, 
in  the  granting  of  dispensations  for  effective  results,  as  indicated  by  correspon- 
dence, avoidirg  irregularity  on  the  one  hand,  and  a  cast  iron  legality  on  the 
other. 

We  are  glad  to  testify  from  regular  and  careful  reading,  that  we  believe  that 
there  never  was  a  time  when  the  Sentinel  was  doing  more  wise,  careful,  defin- 
ite and  strong  work  in  the  persistent  advocacy  of  the  principles  of  our  Institu- 
tion. If  possible,  with  more  earnestness  than  ever  before,  wou'd  we  commend 
to  the  Sir  Knights  the  Grand  Master's  suggestion  to  give  the  Sentinel  prac- 
tical support. 

As  to  the  Autonomy  Bill,  forcing  the  System  of  Separate  Schools  upon  the 
new  Provinces  of  Alberta  and  Saskatchewan,  and  thereby  granting  special 
privileges  to  creed  and  class,  now  that  the  wave  of  indignation  has  swept 
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over  the  land,  we  need  to  awake  to  the  danger  of  settling  down  to  these  un- 
just conditions,  as  a  matter  of  course;  but  rather  to  arouse  afresh  and  enter 
upon  a  progaginda  of  practical  protest,  which  will  cease  not  till,  not  only 
these  new  Provinces  have  secured  control  of  their  own  school  system,  but  we 
will  have  hurled  back  the  impudent  meddlesomeness  of  the  Pope's  represent- 
ative, by  carrying  the  war  into  Africa  in  the  form  of  practical,  persistent 
effort,  demanding  at  the  earliest  possible  date,  through  constitutional 
methods,  the  throwing  off  the  Separate  School  system  from  Ontario,  which 
was  sadd'ed  upon  her  by  the  stealthy,  deceptive,  and  ever  increasing  de- 
mands of  political  Romanism  taking  advan  age  of  political  exigencies,  and 
securing  one  national  School  system,  for  this  now  premier  Province.  The 
t  me  has  come  when  condition-;  demand  more  aggressive  effort  on  the  part  of 
the  Royal  Black  Institution.  The  remembrance  of  its  work  in  Ireland,  and  the 
corresp  mding  satisfactory  results,  should  stimulate  us  to  put  forth  similar 
effort  in  this  western  clime.  We  want  to  make  manifest  that  we  exist  for 
some  adequate  purpose. 

The  Correspondence  of  the  Grand  Master  indicates  that  the  harmony  and 
good  feeling  which  so  generally  characterises  the  sessions  of  the  Grand  Black 
Chapter,  pervade  the  meetings  of  the  various  Preceptories.  However,  it  is 
not  the  harmony  of  negligence,  or  indifference,  but  the  harmony  of  gathering 
forces,  making  preparation  for  greater  aggressiveness,  for  defending- our  rights 
and  liberties,  and  for  practically  protesting  against  the  insiduous  encroach- 
ments of  Romanism  in  all  those  federal  and  provincial  political  entanglements 
which  she  help;  to  produce  and  then  selfishly  takes  advantage  of,  utterly  re- 
gardless of  loyalty  to  party  or  principles. 

A  survey  of  the  Grand  Registrar's  report  gives  us  a  very  wide  outlook  upon 
our  Order.  One  moment  he  has  us  in  the  Provinces  washed  by  the  Atlantic 
wave,  the  next  over  our  older  Provinces,  then  across  the  mighty  prairies* 
through  the  Rockies,  and  out  to  the  Pacific  slopes,  and  everywhere  there  is 
interest,  activity,  earnestness,  yes  enthusiasm,  in  the  instituting  of  new  Pre- 
ceptories, reviving  of  old  ones,  and  raising  from  the  dead,  dormant  ones. 

The  extensive  correspondence  and  the  various  returns  indicate  prosperity. 
The  Black  Institution  is  neither  dead  nor  dying,  where  you  find  Sir  Knights 
travelling  ''over  200  miles  for  the  purpose  of  extending  the  Black  Order". 
While  the  "bunch  of  Irishmen"  of  Deloraine,  Manitoba,  make  things  lively, 
there  is  abundant  evidence  that  many  other  nationalites  are  willing  to  do 
Black  work  for  which,  sooner  or  later,  they  receive  adequate  pay. 

We  most  sincerely  and  heartily  congratulate  Grand  Registrar,  J.  S. 
Williams;  upon  having  conferred  upon  him  by  the  Grand  Council  of  Ireland, 
the  rank  of  Hon.  Deputy  Grand  Master  of  Ireland.  We  feel  that  in  thus 
honoring  our  Grand  Registrar,  this  Grand  Black  Chapter  of  British  America 
is  a  sharer  in  the  delicate  recognition,  and  we  are  more  than  delighted  to 
testify  that  our  agreeable,  courteous,  faithful,  pains-taking  and  capable  Grand 
Registrar  is  well  worthy  of  the  honor,  and  we  hope  he  may  long  be  spared  to 
enjoy  the  distinction,  "so  entirely  unsolicited  and  entirely  unexpected". 

The  Inter-fraternal  correspondence  arrests  our  imperial  attention,  and 
arouses  added  interest,  when  one  moment  we  read  of  the  doings  in  the  Em- 
eral  Isle,  and  the  next,  the  formation  of  a  Provincial  Chapter  under  the 
Southern  Cross. 

Year  after  year,  as  the  Grand  Registrar,  in  minor  key,   pronounces  the 
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words  "Our  Fraternal  Dead"  a  hush  comes  over  the  Grand  Chapter,  not 
merely  out  of  respect  to  the  memory  of  departed  Sir  Knights,  but  because  we 
know  that  strong  human  sympathy,  Christian  hope,  and  literary  ability  will 
have  thrown  into  satisfactory  form,  those  sentiments  of  mind  and  feelings  of 
heart  that  pervade  the  Grand  Chapter,  and  that  struggles  to  find  expression.

And  we  desire  to  give  expression  in  the  strongest  possible  terms  of  our 
disapproval  of  the  action  of  the  Government,  and  those  who  supported 
them  in  this  matter  :  that  all  fair  minded  citizens,  as  well  as  the  mem- 
bership of  this  Black  Institution,  regret  to  find,  and  view  with  alarm, 
the  unfair  and  presumptuous  influences  brought  to  bear  upon  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Government  by  the  authorities  of  the  Church  of  Rome, 
with  regard  to  legislation  touching  the  great  educational  interests  of 
this  Country,  by  endeavoring  to  gain  advantage  in  every  possible  way. 

While  willing  to  grant  all  citizens  equal  rights,  we  are  opposed  to  any 
legislation  favoring  any  religious  organization.

Clause  to  be  added  to  Rules  and  Regulations. 


Travelling  and  identification  cards  may  be  issued,  in  order  that  a 
Sir  Knight  may  be  enabled  to  visit  preceptories  that  are  working  under 
the  Grand  Black  Chapter  of  Ireland,  (but  not  under  the  Grand  Black 
Chapter  of  B.  A.)  upon  the  applicant  paying  his  dues  in  advance  for  the 
period  during  which  the  card  is  issued,  and  not  exceeding  one  year 
from  date  of  issue,  and  signing  card  in  open  preceptory.  Such  card 
must  be  returned  to  preceptory  issuing  it,  upon  expiration  of  time,  for 
which  it  was  issued.
